In 1996 a diverse group of concerned citizens came 
together with a vision to found a non-profit, Christ- 
centered school in Charlotte's urban core. Their task 
was to provide quality education and moral teaching 
to low-income urban children,- their hope was in 
God's protection and provision to make it happen. 
Brookstone opened its doors in 2001 and has grown 
steadily to become the flourishing ministry it is today.
